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NEW CASPARY RESEARCH BUILDING 


IN ORDER THAT THE HOSPITAL FOR SPECIAL SURGERY MAY BE ABLE TO 
MAKE FURTHER CONTRIBUTIONS IN CLINICAL AND SCIENTIFIC FIELDS AND 
CONTINUE TO HOLD A PLACE OF LEADERSHIP, PARTICULARLY IN VIEW OF ITS 
NEW POSITION AS A TEACHING UNIT OF THE NEW York HoSPITAL-CORNELL 
Meprcat CENTER, IT HAS BEEN FELT THAT THERESHOULD BE AN EXPANSION OF 
RESEARCH ALONG FUNDAMENTAL AND SCIENTIFIC LINES. THE PROBLEMS TO BE 
ATTACKED ARE MANIFOLD AND INCLUDE RESEARCH IN THE FUNDAMENTAL PROCESS= 
ES OF BONE REPAIR, BONE DISEASES, OSTEOPOROSIS, CALCIFICATION, AND 
ENDROCRINE INFLUENCES. DISABLING CONGENITAL DEFORMITIES OR DEFECTS 
OF THE SKELETAL SYSTEM AND CENTRAL NERVOUS SYSTEM ARE BECOMING EVER= 
MORE IMPORTANT, AND IN ORDER TO AIM FOR THE PREVENTION AND REDUCTION 
OF THESE CONDITIONS, If IS IMPORTANT THAT THE WHOLE FIELD OF GENETICS, 
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EMBRYOLOGY AND PRENATAL INFLUENCES BE EXPLORED, THE PROBLEM OF TUMORS 
OF BONE INCLUDING OSTEOGENIC, AND OTHER FORMS OF SARCOMA MUST BE 
STUDIED WITH A VIEW TO OBTAINING MORE EFFECTIVE METHODS OF TREATMENT. 
IT IS HOPED THAT NEW METHODS MAY ALSO BE DEVELOPED FOR THE IMPROVE= 
MENT OF PATIENTS SUFFERING FROM DIFFERENT TYPES OF PARALYSIS, AS A 
RESULT OF FUNDAMENTAL STUDIES OF NERVE AND MUSCLE TISSUE. RHEUMATIC 
DISEASES HAVE OFFERED, UP TO THE PRESENT, AN INSOLUBLE PROBLEM, BOTH 
FROM THE STANDPOINT OF ETIOLOGY AND TREATMENT, WORK SHOULD BE CARRIED 
OUT IN THE FIELD OF IMMUNOLOGY AND STUDY OF ENZYME SYSTEMS, PARTICULAR= 
LY WITH REFERENCE TO THE CONNECTIVE TISSUE SYSTEM AND THE EFFECT OF 
HORMONES, 


IT SHOULD BE POINTED OUT THAT HERETOFORE, RESEARCH ALONG THE ABOVE 
LINES HAS BEEN CONDUCTED ON A VERY MEAGER AND PIECEMEAL SCALE IN SEP= 
ARATE LABORATORIES AND BY DIFFERENT INVESTIGATORS WITH LITTLE OR NO 
COORDINATION OF EFFORT. NOWHERE IN THE WORLD WITH ONE OR TWO EXCEPT= 
IONS SUCH AS THE KAROLINSKI INSTITUTE IN STOCKHOLM OR THE NATIONAL 
INSTITUTES OF HEALTH IN BETHESDA, HAVE FACILITIES BEEN CREATED AIMING 
AT A COMPREHENSIVE ATTACK IN THESE SEPARATE BUT RELATED PROBLEMS. 

THe HOSPITAL FOR SPECIAL SURGERY WITH ITS LARGE AND WELL-TRAINED 
CLINICAL STAFF, ITS MODERN FACILITIES AND ITS CLOSE AFFILIATION WITH 
THE New Yorn HosprTraAL-CoRNELL MepicaL CENTER AND ITS WEALTH OF CLINICAL 
MATERIAL SEEMS TO BE IN AN UNEXAMPLED POSITION TO UNDERTAKE AND TO 
CARRY THROUGH SUCH A COMPREHENSIVE INVESTIGATIVE PROGRAM. IN ADDITION, 
IT HAS A VITAL INTEREST IN THE OUTCOME OF SUCH INVESTIGATIONS BECAUSE 
OF POSSIBLE BENEFITS THAT MIGHT BE MADE AVAILABLE TO ITS PATIENTS AND 
ITS OWN SENSE OF RESPONSIBILITY FOR THEIR WELFARE. 


THE PHOTOGRAPH IS A REPRODUCTION OF THE ARCHITECTS REPRESENTATION 
OF WHAT THE NEW RESEARCH BUILDING WILL LOOK LIKE. JIT IS TO RISE NINE 
STORIES HIGH, PROVIDING A BASEMENT AND GROUND FLOOR FOR AUTOMOBILE 
PARKING WITH ABOUT SIXTY CAR PORTS, THE FIRST FLOOR, WHICH IS IMMED- 
IATELY ABOVE THE PARKING SPACE, IS TO BE DEVOTED ENTIRELY TO ANIMAL 
QUARTERS, NAMELY .OPERATING AND RELATED SERVICES. THE SECOND FLOOR IS 
RESERVED FOR HOSPITAL PURPOSES AND IS CONNECTED WITH THE HOSPITAL 
BUILDING BY A LEVEL BRIDGE WHICH WILL ENTER THROUGH THE LABORATORY 
FLOOR OF THE HOSPITAL. JIT IS TO HAVE A DOOR OPENING ON THE PARKING 
SPACE DIRECTLY TO THE NORTH ON 72ND STREET, WHICH WILL PROVIDE 


AUXILIARY SPACE FOR DOCTORS! AND PERSONNEL CARS. THE THIRD TO SEVENTH 
FLOORS ARE DEVOTED ENTIRELY TO LABORATORIES AND OFFICES WITH THE EXe- 
CEPTION OF CONSIDERABLE SPACE ON THE THIRD FLOOR DESIGNATED FOR ADMIN= 
ISTRATIVE SERVICES, ACCOUNTING AND SO FORTH, THERE WILL ALSO BE SHOPS 
FOR MACHINE TOOL WORK, FOR CARPENTERING AND GLASSBLOWING AND REPAIR. 

A CONSIDERABLE SPACE IS DESIGNATED FOR SCOLIOSIS RESEARCH AND WILL PRO-= 
VIDE A FILE ROOM WHERE FILMS CAN BE STORED AND A LARGE VIEWING ROOM 

FOR STUDY OF FILMS. THE FOURTH FLOOR IS DESIGNATED FOR THE RHEUMATIC 
SECTION AND WILL HOUSE BIOCHEMICAL AND OTHER LABORATORIES FOR STUDY OF 
ConnEcTIvE TrssuE DISEASES AND ABNORMALITIES. THE FIFTH FLOOR WILL BE 
DESIGNATED AS AN ORTHOPAEDIC FLOOR AND WILL PROVIDE SPACE FOR PATHOLOGY, 
HISTOCYTOCHEMISTRY, VrRAL RESEARCH AND ELECTRON MrcRoscoPY. THE SIXTH 
FLOOR WILL BE LARGELY DEVOTED TO BIOCHEMICAL RESEARCH AND WORK WITH 
RADIO-ACTIVE ISOTOPES. LABORATORY FOR BIOPHYSICAL STUDIES AND A NEURO}= 
MUSCULAR LABORATORY WILL ALSO BE PROVIDED. THE SEVENTH FLOOR WILL BE 
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DEVELOPED AS LABORATORY SPACE, BUT THE VARIOUS LABORATORIES HAVE 

NOT YET BEEN DESIGNATED, FOR ANY PARTICULAR PURPOSE, THE BUILDING WILL 
HAVE A RESEARCH LIBRARY CHIEFLY FOR REPRINTS, A MUSEUM AND SEVERAL 
SEMINAR OR CONFERENCE ROOMS. THERE WILL BE OFFICES FOR SECRETARIES AND 
FOR VARIOUS RESEARCH FELLOWS AND ASSOCIATES, WHO WILL MAKE THEIR HEAD= 
QUARTERS THERE, TwO PENTHOUSE APARTMENTS ARE BEING DEVELOPED FOR THE 
TOP OF THE BUILDING WHICH WILL BE OCCUPIED BY THE ADMINISTRATOR OR 


DIRECTOR OF RESEARCH,
